Gov. William G. Stratton today 
called upon the Department of Pub- 
lic Works and Buildings through its 
Division of Waterways to proceed 
with plans for recreational develop- 
ment of Fox river from the Mc- 
Henry dam to Ottawa with special 
emphasis on low level dams creat- 
ing a^waterway for, small. boats be- 
tween the Chain O'Lakes and the 
Illinois Waterway. 

Governor Stratton also asked the 
Department of Conservation to co- 
operate in the development which 
he expects to include numerous ac- 
cess areas vital in meeting the grow- 
ing recreational needs of northern 
Illinois. 

Directors TSdwin A. ; Rosenstone 
and Glen D. Palmer were advised 
by the Governor that he wants a 
complete report of the expanded 
needs and estimated cost as quickly 
as possible. 

"The need for improved and ex- 
panded recreational facilities is 
growing constantly at the metro- 
politan* area spreads 'further into 
the country," Governor Stratton de- 
clared. 

The. Governor pointed out that 
'the number of small boat owners is 
expanding at an accelerated speed 
— sometimes doubling in" a single 
year— and ^that these people must 
be given space for operation of their 
craft, just as more highways must 
be provided for the growing num- 
ber of automobiles. 

Thomas B. Casey, chief engineer 
of the Division of Waterways, De- 
partment of Public Works and 
Buildings, .'said that existing plans 
include provision for 16 new low 
level dams designed to provide a 
4-foot channel between McHenry 
and Yorkville. The program also in- 
cludes rehabilitation of several ex- 
isting dams, removal of seven ob- 
solete dams and the building of 
locks at all of the structures.

Vot<* "NO" on Special County Health Tax 



The November 6th election will present a proposal to set up 
a County Health Department, with power to tax to 5c per $100 of 
assessed valuation. This would cost the owner of a $10,000 home 
about $5.00 annually and would provide, with state aid, about one- 
half million dollars per year. 

Proponents of the Department have waged a vigorous campaign, 
circulating material which would lead the voter to believe that 
establishment of a County Health Department would cure all the 
health ills of the county, along with a complete solution' of the 
sewage disposal problem and pollution of our lakes. 

Nothing could be farther from the truth! 

Experience with County Health departments already estab- 
lished has shown that NONE ,of these things can be done. The laws 
which allow establishment of such departments do not provide en- 
forcement methods of Health Department recommendations. AND 
IT IS TRUE THAT THE ONLY POWER OF SUCH A HEALTH 
DEPARTMENT IS TO RECOMMEND ACTION, there is no power 
provided for ACTION in the Health Department Act. * 

The Lake County Civic League has circulated the following 
information in connection with the referendum: 

"The proposal to create another taxing body, levying a new 
tax, to the already swollen list of more than- 150 taxing bodies in 
this county docs not meet with the approval of the League's Board 
of Directors. The League is recommending a "NO" vote to its mem- 
bers on this issue. L 

OUR PRESSING PUBLIC HEALTH PROBLEM 

"The League is taking this action because the proposed County 
Health Department would be completely inadequate to deal with 
Lakq County's number one health problem — effective sewage 
treatment in the western part of the county. 

"A County Health Department would have no enforcement 
powers not now possessed by county and local government. What 
is really needed to solve the problem of pollution in Lake County 
is a Sanitary District or Districts, or a River Conservancy District 
which could build sanitary treatment plant, trunk sewers, provide 
an adequate water supply, and do something practical about the 
problem. 

CO. HEALTH DEPARTMENT DOESN'T SOLVE THE PROBLEM 

"DuPage County, located west of Chicago, and also suffering 
from pollution problems in a rapidly developing area, has had a 
County Health Department for 10 years. After 10 years of strug- 
gling with pollution problems the Annual Report of the DuPage 
County Health Department for 1954-55 makes this frank revelation. 

"But there has beeni no progress in the area of dis- 
posal of human wastes. Although there has been some re- 
habilitation of existing municipal sewage systems, there 
is more stream pollution and land pollution now than in 
1945. Population growth has outmoded the usage of private 
septic systems in ail of the eastern) half of the county and 
in many areas of the western half. Not one new sanitary 
district has been created in the past ten years in spite of 
more than double population. So important is this problem ■ 
< that jt r outwe|ghs, much , of the achievement noted.jibove. 

Perhaps in a sense we should rather label this report "De"- ' 
• cade of Delay" than one of progress. 

"This startling admission of defeat came even though in 1954-55 
the DuPage Health Department spent 1/3 of its income on sanitation.- 

"The fault lies not in the people connected with the DuPage 
Health Department but with the inadequacy of the Health Depart- 
ment act. If the County Health Department tax were to pass in Lake 
County we could' expect nothing better for our taxes, than DuPage 
is getting." 

For these reasons we recommend that you vote "NO" on the 
County Health Department referendum Tuesday, November 0.

The Chappell, Nebraska, Register has summed 
up the essence of the agricultural revolution in a 
very few words:". "Jt takes a farmer about 45 minutes 
to eat his dinner. But in the meantimee there'll be 
337 more people foorn, 337 more mouths for Amer- 
ica's farmers to feed. And there are 2,000,000 fewer 
farmers today to do that* job than there were 10 
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years ago. But tftey will do it by using machines 
that save billions of man hours a year. So 'don't 
worry, you hearty eaters, the Battle of the Bulging 
Waistline must continue. 

The farm equipment Industry, which, produces 
all the marvelous machines that have transformed 
the job of farming, is highly competitive. The ma- 
chines get steadily (better, 'as each producer tries to 
offer a line that will prove more attractive to 
farmers. They do more work, do it with, less main- 
tenance, and do it at a lower cost in time and money. 

At present, of course, we have a vexing farm 
surplus problem. Output of certain basic crops is 
and has been larger than the market can absorb. 
But taking the long-range view, this will in all like- 
lihood foe a temporary problem, Our rising popula- 
tion,, in other words — coupled with the possibility of 
increased farm exports to other parts of the world 
— will solve it. We will have to supply many mil- 
lions more peopple with food and fiber from an agri- 
cultural agreage which is virtually fixed, and which 
may substantially diminish. The ■ machine will be 
even more essential in the future than it is now.

The Yankees won the World Ser- 
ies, but Uncle Sam won his share 
of the "take" from the Yankee play- 
ers, according to an example of the 
National Association of Manufact- 
urers released today by the Tax- 
payers' Federation of Illinois. 

The World Series "cut" for each 
member of the winning team — 
approximately $10,000 — will be 
substantially shrunk when the bull- 
pen ghost — the Federal tax col- 
lector — gets his share. 

Take Yogi Berra, star catcher on 
the Yankee team for example. He's 
a married man with two children. 
His annual salary from his ball 
club is around $50,000. He receives 
extra incOme from endorsements, 
TV appearances and banquet ap- 
pearances. Just how much that 
amounts to is 1 only Mr. Berra's busi- 
ness. ' 

But, purely for the sake of illus- 
tration, let's assume that his income 
totals $75,000. 

Since the Yankees won the 1956 
Series, Yogi will receive a check 
for around $10,000. Yet, sad to say 
the check won't be $10,000/ The In- 
ternal Revenue boys, according to 
a well-informed estimate, will take 
about $6,500. So; as a personal re- 
ward for helping win and for star- 
ring in the Series, Yogi will be only 
about $3,500 richer, not $10,000 
richer, as most of his fans believe. 
It's sad but true. 

Taxpayers are asking, the Federa- 
tion said, "Can't our present in- 
come tax systems be revised so as 
not to place a penalty on talent, 
skill, effort and industry? Can't the 
system be altered so as not to dis- 
criminate against achievement? 

"Now is the time to give thought 
to this problem. Now is the time to 
work on the solution — a solution 
which must insist that government 
operate efficiently instead of spend- 
ing without regard for cost or need. 
Then not only, will big league ball 
player's like Yogi ' Berra be bene- 
fited, but just about everyone else 
in the country. The nation's pros- 
perity will continue to expand and 
the jobs of tomorrow will be plenti- 
ful," the Federation concluded.

n re you to stop when a school bus 
Sofl motorists , are -reminded -by 
Sas' M. Hayes, president of the 
Chicago Motor Club. 

We have received complaints of 
violations from both parents and 
Jchooto," Hayes said. "Illinois and 
Indiana laws provide that the 
motorist must stop for a school bus 
that is discharging or taking on 
passengers - no matter which way 
Jjje bus is headed." 

Hayes urged motorists, to be 
especially careful When driving in 
school zones, as well as when fol- 
lowing or meeting a school bus. 
"We have about 55,000 safety patrol 
members to help protect children in 
the vicinity of their' schools," he 
said, "But we must have the co- 
operation of motorists on the high- 
ways as well as in cities and towns. 
The motorist should be particularly 
careful during school . hours." 

Following is an analysis of cur- 
rent laws pertaining to school buses 
in Illinois as outlined by Joseph H. 
Braun, the Motor .Club's general 
counsel: 

__On state highways running 
through business ' and residential 
districts, the motorist need not stop. 
However, municipal ordinances may 
differ for. streets that are not state 
highways. 

—On state highways with traf- 
fic lanes divided . by an unpaved 
strip, motorists need not stop for a 
school bus. 

On highways with no acccess to 

pedestrians, motorists need not stop 
for buses stopped in ■ marked load- 
ing zones. 
The Indiana law provides that: • 
—Motorists must stop for halted 
buses on undivided highways. 

—On divided highways motorists 
need not- stop but should proceed 
with caution in passing school buses' 
that have stopped. 

In view of conflicting laws in 
Illinois and Indiana, as well as in 
other states, the Motor Club recom- 
mends that motorists ' come to a 
standstill whenever a school bus is 
stopped to discharge or take on 
passengers. . ,

Scald tho milk, add sugar, salt 
■nd butter. Cool to lukewarm. Ada 
yeast and stir until dissolved. Add 
eggs and mix. Add flour and 
cardamon and mix well. Place on 
floured board and knead until 
smooth. Cover and let rise in 
warm place until doubled in bulk. 
Punch down — let rise again until 
light. Divide into 3 equal portions. 
JRoll each into a, 14" long even 
strand, Braid gently and loosely 
beginning at middle. Work toward 
ends. Do not stretch. Place on 
greased cookie sheet. Cover and 
Jet rise until light. Brush on 
beaten egg and sprinkle with 
granulated sugar. Bake in 860* 
oven for about 40 minutes.

Sprains Are Painful 

qnrnins are among the most com- 
n injuries to the human body. 
Ky are painful and of ten require 
Ss to heal completely. A sudden 
Sment of the body, or a fell, 
Z>v produce a sprain by. stretching 
Z tearing a ligament or muscle. If 
L S prnin is severe, a bone may be 
broken That is why x-ray films 
: tc usually recommended, the Edu- 
cational Committee of. the Illinois 
State Medical Society points out in 
Health Talk. 

The body is composed of bones, 
nreans, muscles, ligaments, Joints, 
ussuc and skin. The entire struc- 
ture emerges from cells which mul- 
tiply and divide to form their re- 
spective parts. 

Each bone' and joint ds surrounded 
by ligaments and muscles, which 
form a vast network of connective 
tissue throughout the. body. They 
not only protect the joints and var- 
ious organs of the body, but also 
help to keep it supple. They are 
"tough fibrous tissues. Whern for any 
reason, excessive pressure is placed 
on them, a sprain occurs. 

While the wrist and lower back 
may be involved, the ankle is most 
susceptible to sprains. If the pro- 
tective ligaments or muscles are 
torn or pulled out of their attach- 
ment into the bone, blood seeps iri- 
to the joint, producing swelling- and 
considerable pain. 

Sprains may occur while walking, 
stepping off a street car or a curb- 
stone.. They may occur to the wrist 
in a fall or while pushing or pull- 
ing a door or a piece, of furniture, 
they may develop in the lower back 
when lifting obects, or even when 
picking up or raising something 
from the floor. Mothers are prone 
to sprains when they 'bend and lift 
small children. 

Athletes are commonly affected 
by sprains, particularly in football 
when the body is twisted and jerked 
in running piay. The injuries are 
not limited to" football, however, 
since they occur in other, sports, 
such as basketball, baseball and 
tennis, when the body is required 
to move quickly and, frequently, 
off balance. 

Sprains should not be regarded; 
lightly. They are painful. And, if. 
not permitted to heal properly, can ! 
be forerunners to subsequent dam- 
age. This is particularly true in the 
young child, since injury during 
the growth period could result in 
great harm. 

Rest of the affected part is essen- 
tial to restore the" fibers" to their 
normal function of protecting the 
joint.. Sometimes this healing pro- 
cess takes place in . two weeks. 
Again, if the sprain is severe, it 
may require many weeks, depend- 
ing on the severity of the injury. , 

Usually, the sprained area is 
bandaged to keep it immobilized, 
although in some sprains, a certain 
amount of movement is .beneficial, 
according to modern therapy. Since 
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Too Much Power 
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moving the injured wrist or ankle 
ordinarily produces pain, the phy- 
sician, may deem it necessary to in- 
ject an ' anesthetic. And because 
some sprains are sufficiently serious 
to cause small bones to fracture, 
x-ray studies should be employed.
